Strange Manner in Which Mrs. Flieisch- 
mann First Learned of Her Boy at the 
World's Fair in Chicago—Her Story 
of Her Marriage and Desertion—Her 
Busband a Learned Rabbi. 


A well-dressed woman, about 80 years 
old, wearing gold eye-glasses, called on 
Chief of Police Harrigan last. Mon- 
day and said that she was 
in search of her son, whom 
she lost seven years ago, and who, she be- 
leved, had been stolen dy her husband, a 
Jewish rabbi, who, she alleges, deserted her 
in Russia and eloped to this country with his 
cousin. Her appearance was that of an 
educated woman, andshe claimed to be a 
practicing physician at Chicago, with an 
office at 277 South Halsted street. 

The woman gave her name as Mrs. Amelia 
Fleischmann. Her story was that she 
married her husband, Isarel Fleischmann, 
‘in Kuhland. kussja. Fleischmann now lives, 
she stated, at 921 North Ninth street 
with his second i wife, They jhave 
three children. Her parents’ name is Ep- 
stein. They were well-to-do and she was 
an only child. Fleischmann was an 
orphan and was raised by her parents. 
She was married to him when she was only 
4 years old, with her parents’ consent. 
About three years later he disappeared. 
‘Shortly after his cousin, who was said to be 
a handsome young woman, left home. 
Mrs. Fleischmann said she was in- 
.formed that ber husband wrote to his 
cousin from Liverpool, England, telling her 
to join him at Liverpool, and that from there 
they came to this country, settlingin St. 


Louts. 
THE CHILD DISAPPEARED. 

Ten years ago Mrs. Fleischmann’s parents 
came to America and she came with them, 

bringing her. child, a bof named 
‘David, far whom she is now looking. 

He was then 8 years old. They came 

to New York,and Mrs. Fleischmnan entered a 

college to study medicine. Her parents went 
to Boston to live and took the boy. 

When she received her diploma at the ead 
of three years she wrote to her mother to 
gend the boy to her. Her mother put her off, 
. but she afterward learned, she stated, that 

the boy was oot with the mother. She thinks 
the boy disappeared from her mother’s 
house, but she never asked about it. 

It is between six and seven years since 
Mrs. Fleschmann learned that her child was 
lost, she stated, and instituted a search for 
him, which she bas kept up ever since. Her 

search was fruitless, however, until last 


week. 
HOW SHE HEARD OF HIM. 
Since the opening of the Worla’s Fair, she 
says, she has fitted uprooms in which she 
cares for sick ladies. Last week she had 
among her patients a woman from 


St. Louie who told her that she Knew in this 
city a man named Fleischman who had sev 
eraichildren. Mrs. Fleischmao then came to 
St. Louis and found ner hueband, who 
said he had had the i. boy. but 
thathe had run away. The mother learned 
fromthe neighbors that the boy had been 
sent to the House of meet five years ago. 
Following up this clew she learned 
that he was living with a Mrs. 
Omey at 1818 Chouteau avenue. She 
went there and found the little fellow work- 
inginastable. She recognized him as her 
son and urged him to come and live with her. 
Mrs. Oiney apparently favored the plan and 
took the boy In the house to make him wash 
his face and nds and put on clean clothes. 
She soon re ned to Mrs. Fielschmann and 
saidthe boy had run away. Nothing has 
been heard from him since. Mrs. Fleisch- 
mann was in great distress when she 
called at the Four Courts. She said 
she would back to Uhicago and store her 
furniture and then return to st. Louls and 
resume her search forthe lostchild. Chief 
Harrigan advised herto sue out a writof 
habeas corpus to compel the Olneys to pro- 
duce the boy in court. 

Mrs. Fleischmann says that her husband Is 
not a full-fledged rabbi, but sometimes om 
Ciatesfat Jewish ceremonies, He contends 
that he has been divorced from her under 
the Jewish law.

lott, another director, Who was accom- 
panied by C. L. Clason. Mr. Elliott declined 
to talk about the situation. Mr. n was 
also à director of the bank. Wm. Piankinton 

a director and the receiver ot the defunct 
bank, was the fourth of the indicted. men to 


come. 

The officers of the bank were: President, 
Fredk. T. Day; Vice-President, Wm. Piank- 
inton; Cashier, W. H. Mo ; Assistant 
Oashier, Joseph Moody. Directors—F, . 
Day, Wm. Plankinton, F. W. Noyes, Judge 
James G. Jenkins, Eugene 8. Elliot and W. 
H. Momsen. 

F. W. Noyes, one ofthe directors, who is 
also indicted, fs sick at home, but will appear 
in court as soon as he is able. 

Judge Wallber fixed bail at $5,000 on each 
count, which really makes the ball 
$15,000 each. The indictments are sim- 

; The 1 are that 
the said directors received a deposit of $266 
from E. R. Pantke & Co., May 16, knowing 
the bank to de insolvent. Another charges 
the receiving of $836.22 from P. J. Gray & Co. 
on May 31, when the bank was — 
to de insolvent. The Sherman claim 
for $66 is made the basis for another bill, 
while another is founded on the claim of L. 
P. Hutchinson for $7387.79. The next indict- 
ment is the claim of D. C. Adams for $294. 15. 
The indictments charge the receiving of 
money when it was known the bank was in- 
solvent and specifying the three dates. 
May 13, 16 and 31. In each of these cases the 
officers and directors are concerned, and in 
addition to this Messrs. Day, Flankinton 
and Momsen are charged with the same 
offense also as Officials of the bank. The ar- 
rests this morning were a mere formality,and 
Judge Wallder directed the Deputy Sheriff to 
allow all privileges with reference to the 

rocuring of bail. The penalty for the of- 
ense charged is from oneto ten years in 
prison, or not more than a fine of $10,000. 

Officials around the court refused to say 
whether Frank A. Lappen is indicted or not, 
but there is no doubt but what he is, and that 
the charge is that of obtaining money 
under false pretenses. It is not known 
at present where Lappen is. Unt 
recently he has been Hving quietly on the 
North Side in Chicago, but rumor has it that 
he is not there now. Day is in a sanitarium 
in Indiana, and an officer with a capias will 
probably start after him at once. 

The Grand- jury also files a report on banks 
and banking, which has not been made pub- 
lic as yet, but whichis understood to favor 
the enactment ofa law for the creation of 
the office of Bank Examiner. 

The bail in the case of the indicted bankers 
was fixed at $5,000 on each count. This makes 
Wm. Plankinton's bail $30,000 and that of the 
other prisoners $15,000.

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THE FAIR'S HORROR| 


One of the Injured Firemen Added to 
the List of Dead, 


FIVE PERSONS MISSING WHOSE BuDIEs 
MAY BE IN THE RUINS. 


Robert Blenhuber, a Michigan Capitalist, 
Among Those Unaccounted For—The 
Work of Raking Among the Debris 
\Continues—Fixing the Responsibility 
for the Calamity. 


Woruip’s Fair Grounps, III., July 12. 
Another name will probably be added to the 
list of dead whose bodies are charred to un- 
recognizable masses in the ruins of the cold 
storage pavilon. The latést report of the 
missing indicates that Robert Blenhuber, a 
(Marquette, Mich.) capitalist is among the 
number. Mr. Tergett of Crawford, III., with 


visiting the Fair called at the Morgue to-day 
in hopes of finding sometrace of his missing 
guest, He was not successful and now fears 
that the missing man is among the dead. 

Mr. Blenhuber reached Chicago some days 
ago from Marquette and had spent most of 
his time at the Fair Grounds. He was speci- 
ally interested in cold storage plants, and 
was planning an investment. Monday morn- 
ing he left Crawford, telling Mr. Tergett that 
he shoulda spend the day inspecting the cold 
storage pavilion. His trip probably took 
him into the least accessible part of the 
building, and not hearing from him since 
the fire his friends conclude that he was 
caught in the big fre trap. 

Louls J. Frank, a pipeman who jumped 
from the tower, djed this morning at Emer- 
gency Hospital in the Fair Grounds. He was 
among the men who were caught on the 
tower and jumped tothe roof below. His 
face and head were bruised and the man 
suffered severe internal injuries: He had 
been ina delirious condition atthe hospital 
since the fire. He, in his delirium, called on 
his companions ashe had-done during the 
moments before the fatal leap. + 

The weary search of the ruins of the cold 
storage building still continues, but with 
very poor success. The inextricable con- 
fusion of the wreckage, caused by the net- 
work of iron and rods, makes the work very 
laborious and slow, and the search can hard- 
ly be completed before the end of the week. 

NOT HUMAN FLESH. 

A rumor that eleven niore bodies had deen 
discovered in the ruins was untrue and ap- 
pears to have been founded on the discovery 
ofa large amount of refrigerator meat that 
had fallen ina heapafter the fire and was 
mistaken for human bodies. 

This mass of charred meat was discovered 
by a gang of workmen. By the aid ofa long 
rope they had pulled away a large section of 
statt - covered wall. As they came forward 
to begin anew their burrowing a most foul 
and sickening stench arose, A few feet from 
this surface there lay a shapeless mass of 
charred and blackened meat. For a moment 
they believed they had discovered a large 
number ot unfortunate victims. The 
sight was 80 revolting and ro- 
pulsive that they fell back in horror. 
This action excited the curiosity of the mor- 
bid crowd that hugged the ropes, eager to 
see some new and sickening sight. The 
workmen returned to the task, and as the 
first piece of meat was brought to the surface 
there arose from the morbid men and women 
who pressed the ropes an excited and sup- 
pressed hubbub. When they learned it was 
not human flesh there was a buzz and hum of 
disappointment, The charred carcasses were 
those of sheep and not men. It was the con- 
tents of a refrigerator. 

A NEW DANGER. 

A huge derrick has been erected toaid the 
workmen in removing the debris. The meats 
and vegetables that were stored in the great 
storage house are beginning to sour and decay 
inthe rays ofthe scorching sun, and unless 
itis soon removed an epidemic of some 
malignant variety will spring up from the 
ashes of the deudly pyre. Already the odor 
is becoming so fearful the men findit difi- 
cult to work for any consecutive length of 
time in the ruins. The heat of the sun and the 
stench combined are too much for human 
beings to endure, 

A gang of railway laborers are at work 
clearing the side-track which ran past the 
place of rubbish and flat cars will soon be 
run in to haul out the rubbish and wreckage. 

The only means the workmen have to guide 
them to where the bodies lie is the odor, and 
as there isso much meat in the ruins they 
are often misled, 

STILL MISSING. 

In addition to Mr. Blenhuber the following 
persons are still missing: 

JOSEPH CAMPBELL, a carpenter; seen in the 
building a few moments before the tower 
fell.

ARCHIE MCARTHOUR, 10 years old, employed 
in the building; seen near the elevator just 
as the tower fell. 


BERNARD MuRPHY, boilermaker; seen to en- 
ter the building during the progress of the 


fire. 

To-day, with the exception ofa few thou. 
sand morbidly curious people, the visitors 
gave the scene of Monday's awful disaster a 
wide berth. The great majority did not care 
to stand afar off and look atthe place where 
sO many brave men sacrificed their lives in 
the discharge of their duty. To them the 
very thought ofthe place was a sickening 
thought, and they sought the beauties and 
attraction in other 1 ofthe grounds that 
the thought might be driven away. 

Dr. Robinson, chief of the ambulance corps 
atthe ruins, sald he believed many bodies 
would yet be found in the debris and that the 
loss of life would prove greater than at first

FATALAED CRIMINAL BLUNDER. 

Here the arfiitect’s plans call for what 1s 
known asa ‘“himble,’’ which is practically * 
a section of he stack that was to connect 
with the man portion and extend on up- 
ward throug! the roof of the dome.

odging piace util it: fell to the bottom of 
the shaft and tip e of the stack, and this 
accounts for thesudden bursting on all sides 
ofthe fire Which royed the tower and 
sent the fireme death.

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PROOF OF 81. LOUIS’ SOLIDITY. 

The suggestion made through the Peo- 
ple’s Forum of the Post-DisPaToH that 
the local banks issue clearing-house cer- 
tificates has been productive of good. It 
has caused a public discussion of the step 
in which nearly all of the leading bankers 
of the city oppose the issuance of such cer- 
tificates on the ground that they are not 
needed in St. Louis. That is a proof of the 
solidity of the city’s financial condition 
and a vote of confidence. 

The argument, however, that the issuing 
of clearing certificates would not be ad- 
visable because it would tend to increase 
apprehension is not sound if it should be 
shown that they are needed. The wisdom 
of the step hinges on the question of ne- 
cessity. The only justification for such 
action would be a recognition of its ne- 
cessity. To issue certificates would be an 
admission of critical conditions, but in 
the event that this necessity actually 
existed the natural effect of a certifi- 
cate issue would be to mitigate 
ita evils. prevent its nossihla disastrous of- 
fects and allay, in a measure at least, the 
apprehension which the critical situa- 
tion would certainly create. It is better 
to boldly meet and combat danger than to 
shut one’s eyes to it. The certificates 
would ease the strain and give more free 
working capital for legitimate business 
In New York, where the necessity was 
recognized, the 1@sue of certificates pro- 
duced good results. 

But the establishment of the fact that 
St. Louis does not need them isa conclus- 
ive answer to the suggestion of their issue. 
The agreement of the bankers that the 
local banks need no help, that the situa- 
tion is brightening and that the fair de- 
mands of legitimate business are being 
met is better than the issue of any amount. 
of certificates. It is a notice to the hoard- 
ers of money in socks, stoves and safe de- 
posit boxes that they are guilty of a silly 
act and are victims of unreasonable fears. 
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COLORADO'S BLUNDER. 

The hardest blow that the cause of silver 
coinage has received was struck by its 
strongest advocates in the Colorado con- 
vention yesterday by their intemperate 
utterances and threats of revolution. 

Colorado is the last State in the Union 
that should take the lead in the advocacy 
of free silver coinage and indulge in threats 
of violence if its demands are not complied 
with by Congress, because Colorado is the 
one State in the Union which has the deep- 
est interest in the silver mining industry. 
The intemperate advocacy of free silver 
coinage by Colorado, therefore, veils what- } 
ever justice there may be in the cause, be- 
cause it promotes a special interest of that 
State. Its demand, therefore, that Oon- 
gress adopt its platform has the appear- 
ance of a demand that the country foster 
and support its special industry. For this 
reason an unteasonable attitude on the 
part of Colorado is damaging to the cause 
she wants to aid. 

Besides, Colorado indignation is ‘‘too 
previous. Granting that there may be 
occasion for it in the future there is no ex- 
cuse foritat present. Congress has not 
only taken no action on the silver ques- 
tion, ‘but has not even met for the purpose. 
President Cleveland has not written his 
message. The Coloradoans are fighting a 
shadow, and the wild and woolly attempt 
of Colorado politicians and mine owners to 
fire the popular heart with blood and 
thunder speeches must be regarded only as 
theatrical bluster used for effect in Con- 
gress.

There are only two members of the 
Teachers Committee in the city at present, 
Directors Hickmann and Collins, all the 
pthers being away on vacations, Neither of 
these two gentiemen gave Director Bus any 
such assurance, and it is extremely doubtful 
whether his information is correct. 

WHAT DIRECTOR COLLINS SAYS. 

Director John P. Collins of the Teachers 
Committee, when questioned about the matter 
to day, said: ‘*I can’t imagine why Mr. 
Bus made that statement. It the 
other members of the committee contem- 
plate any such action as he indicated I cer- 
tainly know nothing about it. I shall not 
vote for the wholesale reinstatement of the 
teachers, though I can’t say what I might do 
in an individual case. The matter as it stands 
is this: For years there has been opposition to 
the employment of lady teachers who 
were married and not dependent upon their 
positions fora living, Former boards have 
Gismissed all such, and last August the 
Teachers Committee, which preceded the 
present one, notified nine teachers who 
were married and thought not to be depend- 
ent upon their salaries, that they 
could not be retained, It was 
argued that a sudden disnais- 
sal would work a hardship and it was 
agreed to suspend the order for twenty 
weeks. At the expiration of that time the 
present Teachers Committee came into 
Office and the time was extended tothe end 
ofthe year. The extensicnis now upanditis 
understood that the teachers are discharged. 
I know of no change of sentiment 


in the board in regard to this question. At 
the next meeting of the Teachers Committee 
it may come up on an application of some 
teachers to be retainedon the ground that 
they have no other way to make a living or 
some other good reason and the members 
may decide to suspend the rule in their 
cases, dut I think it very improbable that 
any neral action to reinstate the nine 
teachers will be taken.’’ 

When will the next meeting of the com- 
mittee be held?’’ 

Not until Chairman McClain returns, I 
think. He has gone to Canada with the 
Christian Endeavorites and intends visiting 
the World’s Fair before coming home, so 
there is not much chance ofa meeting this 
month, at any rate. 

Secretary Player expressed the opinion 
that the statement that the nine teachers 
would be reinstated by the Teachers Com- 
mittee was a mistake. 


BANNER OF REVOLT 


Raised Against the Brazilian President 
by Admiral Wandelkolk. 

Lonpon, July 12.—A dispatch to Lioyd’s 
from Rio Grande do Sul states that Admiral 
Wandelkolk, who is at the head of the revo- 
lution in the State of Rio Grande do sul, ar- 
rived at that city on July 8 from Montevideo, 
He was accompanied by a number of armed 
Brazilians who had seized the steamer Jupl-. 
ter, on which they were traveling, when the 
vessel was a short distance from Montevideo, 
her sailing port. The Jupiter proceeded at 
once for Rio Grande do Sul. The State au- 
thorities, who did not Knowof this move- 
ment until the insurgent vessel ap- 
peared at the bar, were unable to cope 
with the revolutionary force on the 
water, the naval resources of the State being 
very limited. Admiral Wandekolk allows 
all vessels except Brazilian to proceed up to 
the city as usual, Brazilian vessels, inward 
or outward bound, are compelled to remain 
at the bar, whichis nine miles distant from 
thecity. Notest has yet been made of the 
action that would be adopted by the insur- 
gents in the event of foreign vessels attempt- 
ing to clear the bar outward bound, State 
troops are in possession of the town and re- 
fuse to eurrender. 

Admiral Wandelkolk postponed the bom- 
bardment of the town from the sea until the 
arrival ofthe insurgent land forces under 
Gen. Saraina, the preconcerted plan being to 
begin assault from the land and sea at the 
same time. 

Gen. Saraina’s battalions began massing 
back of the town yesterday morning. and last 
night the bombardment was opened.
